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Burchett to retire 

PCHS most successful coach bids farewell

He has been leading the 
Pirates football program for 
six seasons. Through good 
times, rough times and even 
battling his own health issues, 
Tony Burchett has always 
placed the kids first and foot¬ 
ball a real close second. Last 
week Burchett, the winnin- 
gest coach in Powell County 
football history, decided to 
turn in his papers to retire. 

Under Burchett’s tenure 
the Pirates have become a 
team known in parts of the 
state where they were never 
mentioned before. His “belly 
offense” that he brought to 
the program may have con¬ 
fused his players and fans at 
first. But it paid off quickly. 

Coming off a 2-9 inaugu¬ 
ral year for Buchett in 2009, 
his 2010 team went 6-4 in 
the regular season before fall¬ 
ing to Taylor County in the 
first round of the Class 3A 
Playoffs. Burchett said then 
that he believed they were

It started as the scare of 
a lifetime for any parent. It 
ended with a sigh of relief 
for local officials. An 18 year 
old special needs woman 
from Clay City went missing 
last Sunday evening, but was 
found just over 17 and half 
hours later, unharmed. 

Powell County dispatch¬ 
ers received a call at 9 p.m. 
Sunday night that Olivia 
Creech, who lives on Childers 
Road just off Happy Top Road 
in Clay City, was missing. At 
least one source stated that 
she had been walking with 
a younger family member 
around 7:30 p.m. When the 
younger child rushed back 
to the house, Creech did not 
follow. 

Sheriffs deputies, Powell 
County Search and Rescue 
teams and the Powell County 
Emergency Management 
personnel were called in to 
help find Creech. 

They began searching the 
wooded areas for Creech. 
Officials did not specify what 
condition Creech had, only 
that she was missing and 
needed to found quickly. 

Search and rescue crews 
looked for her with both 
ground crews and a heli¬ 
copter. Mike Sparks, the 
Powell County Emergency 
Management assistant direc- 


His 
words were prophetic. 

The Pirates opened the 
2011 season winning their 
first five games. They went 
on to win more games that 
season to set a school record 
with eight victories. Two of 
those wins came in the play¬ 
offs. That meant the football 
was the first sport to win at 
the state tournament level. 
Powell made some noise, 
but fell to Garrard County in 
the Regional Championship 
game. His teams would go on 
to make it to the playoffs the 
next two season, but fell short 
last year in the season finale. 

Burchett is a 1970 graduate 
of Prestonsburg High School 
where he played full back. He 
then went to EKU where he 
played on the offensive line 
and graduated from there in 
1975. 

He came to Powell County 
after being the offensive line 
coach at Johnson Central 
from 2004-2008. Before that 
he was an assistant at Bourbon 
and Lawrence counties. He 


tor, told the Times that 
searchers combed the area 
around Happy Top Road and 
the woods until 3:30 a.m. 
Monday morning. Television 
stations in Lexington were 
notified of the search and 
they began alerting the pub¬ 
lic. 

The search was called off 
and was set to begin again at 
noon on Monday. The media 
reports drew some attention 
as officials began to receive 
calls of possible sightings of 
Creech on Sunday evening. 
Just after 1 p.m. Monday 
Powell County Chief Deputy 
Robert ‘Rog’ Mathews 
and Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Britt Rollins went to 
a home on Cody Lane. That 
road is just off of Happy Top 
Road, not far from Creechs 
residence. 

A report indicated that a 
caller had told officials that 
Creech was there. Matthews 
and Rollins did find Creech at 
the residence. She was taken 
back to her home and her 
family. 

“It was a long night of 
searching and worrying. We 
appreciate all the help by the 
searchers, deputies and the 
community,” a searcher who 
asked to remain anonymous 
said. “Were glad everything 
worked out well.” 

Reportedly, no charges are 
expected but the case is still 
under investigation.

KYTC Graduated Driver License course now offered online, take it anytime and anywhere 


The Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet (KYTC) to¬ 
day announced an online 
version of the Graduated 
Driver License course for 
teaching safe driving tech¬ 
niques to beginning drivers. 

The online program rep¬ 
resents a fourth option 
for completing the course, 
which is required before a 
learner’s permit can be re¬ 
placed with an unrestricted 
driver’s license. 

Until now, three options 
were available: 

• A four-hour Graduat¬ 
ed Driver License course 
provided by KYTC in the 
driver’s home county. The 
course is offered for free, 
and at least two courses are 


held per year in each of the 
state’s 120 counties. 

• High school driver’s ed¬ 
ucation course or a similar 
course offered by a Ken¬ 
tucky community college, 
vocational School or Job 
Corps. 

• Private driver training 
course at a driver training 
school approved by the 
KYTC Division of Driver 
Licensing. 

The new, fourth option 
is an online course admin¬ 
istered by I Drive Safely, a 
driver education website. 

“Our hope is to make op¬ 
tions available for every sit¬ 
uation,” said Rodney Kuhl, 
KYTC commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle Reg¬ 


ulation. “We understand 
people have busy schedules, 
and this new online option 
just adds another conve¬ 
nient way for those strug¬ 
gling to find time for our 
classroom course.” 

The online course, which 
costs $15, takes about four 
hours to complete. The 
course can be taken when 
convenient for the driv¬ 
er and at the driver’s own 
pace, as long as the course 
is completed within 270 
days of the initiated login. 
The money charged for the 
course is collected by the 
website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students 
take the Graduated Driver 


License course each year. 
Students taking the online 
course may have to wait 24 
to 48 hours before comple¬ 
tion of the course shows up 
on their driving records. 
But after the course is com¬ 
plete, a confirmation email 
will be sent to the student. 
The course is available on¬ 
line at http://teen.idrive- 
safely.com/Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have com¬ 
pleted the course, along 
with other requirements 
under Kentucky’s Gradu¬ 
ated Driver License Law, 
they are eligible for an un¬ 
restricted driver’s license. 
Guidelines for the state’s 
Graduated Driver License 
Law can be found online

All-night session leads to passage 
of major bills in General Session 


State Senate passed some good 
bills, killed religious freedom bill

The House and Senate 
worked from the late night 
of Tuesday into the wee 
hours of Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, adding an additional 
day to wrap up the 2015 
Session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly. 

During the final hours 
until we adjourned around 
4 a.m. on Wednesday 
morning, agreements were 
reached on several key bills 
including what many con¬ 
sider to be the top priority 
for this session, addressing 
the growing problem of 
heroin. 

Senate Bill 192, which 
was signed into law hours 
after it was approved by the 
General Assembly, takes a 
comprehensive approach 
to the scourge of heroin. It 
provides for tougher pen¬ 
alties for heroin trafficking, 
including creating a man¬ 
datory 10 year prison sen¬ 
tence for those who import 
heroin into the Common¬ 


wealth. It also contains a 
‘Good Samaritan provision 
giving legal immunity to 
individuals who reports an 
overdose to authorities in 
a good faith effort to save a 
life. The bill also provides 
more access to Naloxone, 
which can help reverse the 
effects of a heroin overdose, 
and Vivitrol for treatment 
of addicts to help them kick 
their heroin habit. The pro¬ 
posal also directs the use 
of $10 million in savings 
from the recent restructur¬ 
ing of the Department of 
Corrections to provide for 
additional treatment op¬ 
tions, including the hiring 
of additional social workers 
to increase the utilization 
of alternative sentencing 
programs, and to increase 
funding for the Prosecutors 
Advisory Council to aid in 
the prosecutions of street 
level dealers. 

Another major issue ad¬ 
dressed in the final hours 
was how to stabilize Ken¬ 
tucky’s motor fuels tax as it 
related to decreased mon¬ 
ey for maintain roads and 
bridges in our cities and 
counties. House Bill 299 
was a result of an agreement 
between the House and 
Senate as a bipartisan way 
to address it. 

The bill which passed al¬ 
lows the motor fuels tax 
to drop to 26 cents for the 
coming year. This means 
Kentuckians will enjoy 
savings at the pump, while 
ensuring there is an appro¬ 


priate level of revenue to 
continue to patch potholes 
and build roads. Of that 
funding, nearly half goes 
into the rural and second¬ 
ary road aid fund which is 
directed to our local gov¬ 
ernments. While House 
Bill 299 addresses an imme¬ 
diate need, conversations 
have already started with 
hopes we can come up with 
a more comprehensive gas 
stabilization plan perhaps 
in 2016. 

While those bills made 
it to the Governor’s desk, 
many others died in the fi¬ 
nal hours of the 2015 Ses¬ 
sion. Legislation dealing 
with local option sales tax, 
public private partnerships, 
reforming the teachers’ re¬ 
tirement system, as well as 
several bills dealing with 
pro-life issues, education, 
and local government did 
not make it to the Gover¬ 
nor’s desk before the gavel 
dropped. I’m sure these and 
many other issues of im¬ 
portance will be discussed 
during our Interim Session 
which will start in June. 

Despite the 2015 Regular 
Session coming to an end, 
I still welcome any ideas 
and concerns important 
to you as we start looking 
ahead to next year’s legis¬ 
lative session.

The 2015 short session 
has ended, and by work¬ 
ing early into Wednesday 
morning, the Senate ac¬ 
complished sound agree¬ 
ments on several key issues 
such as heroin legislation. 

Though the session pro¬ 
duced some successes, oth¬ 
ers that we hoped to accom¬ 
plish to enhance Kentucky’s 
future were brought to a 
halt in the Democrat-con- 
trolled House. 

Protecting and enabling 
investment in small busi¬ 
ness and economic devel¬ 
opment are core values 
of the Majority Caucus of 
the Senate. Each session, 
we continue to bring forth 
measures to infuse the busi¬ 
ness sector of Kentucky and 
make our state attractive to 
companies. This session, we 
acted on Right-To-Work 
legislation, undoing pre¬ 
vailing wage laws that hurt 
our ability to be competi¬ 
tive, and more. 

Though we continue to 
focus on these endeavors, 
the House is determined 
to continue in business as 


usual, and fight our efforts 
to add more tools to Ken¬ 
tucky’s tool box. The Ken¬ 
tucky Senate will continue 
to focus on improving the 
business climate of the state 
in future legislative sessions. 

I was disappointed that 
Senate Bill 71, a religious 
freedom bill, which received 
overwhelming support, was 
not allowed to pass by the 
Democrat leadership of the 
House. Multiple thousands 
of calls and letters support¬ 
ed this measure, and those 
voices were ignored. 

However, SB 168, the 
SOAR bill, which I spon¬ 
sored, passed which pro¬ 
vides incentives and grants 
for entrepreneurship in our 
Appalachian Region. This 
will spur the economy and 
help put folks back to work. 

The Senate also passed 
several health-related and 
public protection bills to 
make access to healthcare 
and services more efficient 
for Kentuckians. And these 
measures made it through 
the process and into law. We 
enabled our communities 
to designate stroke centers 
for emergency respond¬ 
ers transporting victims of 
stroke, made colorectal can¬ 
cer screenings accessible, 
passed a hospice bill to en¬ 
sure end-of-life care orders 
will be available to medical 
providers, and provided 
funding for a new medical 
research center which will 
help us understand why we 
are so high in preventable 
diseases and how to address 
the causes. 

We also gave another lev¬ 
el of protection to those vic¬ 
tims of dating violence, in¬ 


creased the charges for child 
abusers who cause death 
through abuse, and direct¬ 
ed a study of the number of 
sexual assault exam kits in 
the possession of Kentucky 
police and prosecutors that 
have not been tested at the 
state forensic lab. Through 
this, state officials will know 
how to act on the backlog of 
these untested kits. 

The final item we ad¬ 
dressed during the waning 
hours of the session was 
stabilizing the road fund. 
The gas tax will be calcu¬ 
lated yearly, and can go up 
or down ten percent to the 
floor of 26 cents. 

My colleagues and I will 
go back to our districts now, 
and, beginning in the sum¬ 
mer continue to meet and 
work on issues and future 
legislation during the inter¬ 
im period and through joint 
committee meetings.

Op-Ed: Legislative Session leaves businesses in communities disappointed

The 2015 session of the 
General Assembly is being 
heralded by some as a great 
success due to the passage 
of bills addressing hero¬ 
in, the road fund and other 
issues. Without question, 
there is cause to acknowl¬ 
edge and celebrate those 
accomplishments. 

But there is another chap¬ 
ter to this session’s story 
for Kentucky’s business 
community, and it is one of 
disappointment because of 
the many pro-business bills 
that were left hanging in the 
balance when the final gav¬ 
el fell. 

First, the positive results 
of the session that will ad¬ 


vance Kentucky: 

Our telecommunications 
systems can now be mod¬ 
ernized more quickly. 

The state road fund was 
stabilized by creating a 
“floor” under the declining 
state gas tax revenue. 

Legislation to curb the 
lethal threat of heroin was 
passed and likely will save 
lives. 

On the most pressing is¬ 
sue facing state government 
- our underfunded public 
pension systems - a few 
bills passed that should help 
put a brighter light on the 
operations of the systems, 
but more work is needed 
here. 

And, always of particular 
interest to those we rep¬ 
resent, there were no bills 


passed in this session that 
were particularly harmful 
to the broad business com¬ 
munity. 

But on the disappointing 
side: 

Public-private partner¬ 
ships had amazing support 
last year in the House and 
Senate and strong biparti¬ 
san support going into this 
year’s session, but fell in the 
Kentucky Senate without 
even getting a committee 
hearing or a vote on the 
floor (where many are con¬ 
fident the bill would have 
passed). 

Local option sales tax au¬ 
thorization for cities and 
counties, which is favored 
two-to-one among business 
leaders we surveyed, passed 
in the House only to die in 


the Senate without even 
a committee hearing or a 
floor vote. 

Smoke-free legislation 
favored by a nine-to-one 
margin by Chamber mem¬ 
bers passed the House, only 
to die in the Senate without 
a committee hearing or a 
floor vote. 

An independent study of 
the teacher retirement sys¬ 
tem, which the Chamber 
has been advocating since 
early 2014, was champi¬ 
oned by the Senate but died 
in negotiations with the 
House. 

Right to work legislation, 
enacted by most of Ken¬ 
tucky’s competitor states 
and gaining traction in local 
communities, won passage 
in the Senate but failed to 


get a hearing in the House. 

A Senate-passed bill to 
allow the creation of char¬ 
ter schools to give parents 
a broader choice for their 
children’s education once 
again failed without even a 
House committee hearing. 

Legislation to create an 
impartial process of med¬ 
ical review panels to deter 
meritless lawsuits against 
medical providers passed 
the Senate but failed with¬ 
out a hearing in the House. 

The failure of some of 
these measures, such as 
charter schools or right to 
work, was not particularly 
surprising due to the long¬ 
standing alignment of par¬ 
tisan interests on both sides 
of the debate. Other legisla¬ 
tion, however, had substan¬ 


tial bipartisan support. That 
made their failure particu¬ 
larly jarring. 

Anyone working to ad¬ 
vance Kentucky can expect 
to encounter some obsta¬ 
cles, and we continue to 
hope that, as Kentuckians 
with a shared goal of mak¬ 
ing progress for our state, 
we can take at least two 
steps forward for every one 
step backward. 

But it’s tough to celebrate 
a few successes when im¬ 
portant issues with strong 
bipartisan support fail due 
to the clumsy nature of the 
legislative process or a lack 
of commitment to finding 
ways to overcome those 
barriers.

Now I totally realize 
that the first Monday of 
April will be our last game 
of the Final Four-NCAA 
championship, and the cats 
WILL BE PLAYING THAT 
NIGHT, So we will have our 
class begin at 7:00 and give 
you plenty of time to get 
home before the ballgame 
starts. 

Some of this year’s top¬ 
ics will include Grafting 
and pruning techniques, 
Gourds in the garden, Gar¬ 
den Art and a local garden 
party. The Spring garden 
class is open to everyone, 
whether you have a green 


thumb, or not and will in¬ 
clude this lecture, a garden 
party picnic and a plant 
sharing and pot luck din¬ 
ner. Participants receive 
free seeds and door prizes at 
each meeting and take a few 
plants home from the learn¬ 
ing greenhouse to plant at 
home. The Garden class is 
open to anyone who wants 
to start gardening and learn 
from other gardeners in our 
county.

Planting Tips for the 
lawn and Garden 

Trees and shrubs are 
in abundance at local de¬ 
partment stores, lawn and 
garden centers. One word 
of wisdom for trees and 
shrubs now is to watch and 
water these new plants. 
Even though soil moisture 
levels are adequate now, 
it will be very important 
to water new plants thor¬ 
oughly during this summer, 
maybe as much as twice a 
week. 

April is a perfect month 
for planting most anything, 
especially trees and most 
shrubs. When planting 
trees , look out and up be¬ 
fore planting. Several peo¬ 
ple forget this when plant¬ 
ing and regret it when utility 
companies come and trim 
plants to get them out of the 
power lines. Also remem¬ 
ber to consider leach lines 
from sewer systems and the 
potential for growth of your 
home and family. 

At planting, it is really 
un-necessary to add sand, 


peat moss or compost to 
the soil when planting and 
can actually be detrimen¬ 
tal to the root system of the 
new plant. Each plant must 
get adjusted to the type of 
soil that is readily available 
where you plant it. Trees 
and shrubs wrapped in syn¬ 
thetic burlap must be un¬ 
wrapped at planting. These 
will not decay. Wire baskets 
should also be removed at 
planting as well as any plas¬ 
tic twine which can restrict 
root growth. 

Always plant a tree at the 
same depth it was growing 
in the field or container. If 
it is balled and burlapped, 
use the soil line on the 
trunk as your indicator. If 
it’s in a bucket, plant at the 
same 

depth of the existing soil. 
You can easily dig a trans¬ 
plant hole that’s too deep 
but not too wide. The plant¬ 
ing hole should be at least 
two times the diameter of 
the root ball, even wider is 
better. It’s best to dig a hole 
that is saucer shaped, rather 
than bucket shaped. Trees 
that are planted now proba¬ 
bly won’t need stakes unless 
they are extremely large. 

April has become some¬ 
what drier lately, so make 
sure to water your trees 
once they are planted. 

Leave the Daffodils 
alone 

Daffodils are blooming 
this year, just in time for 
Easter! Once the daffo¬ 
dils have faded away, we 
are tempted to run over 
them with the lawnmow- 


er or give them the once 
over with the weed-eater to 
give our lawn that freshly 
manicured look. We need 
to leave any of our spring 
flowering bulbs like daf¬ 
fodils and tulips alone on 
up into late spring and let 
the foliage yellow and die 
down on its own. As long 
as foliage is green it is stor¬ 
ing up food energy for next 
year’s blooms. Cutting the 
foliage now will reduce the 
size and number of blooms 
next year. Leave their green 
leaves alone as long as you 
can stand it. 

If you just have to prune 
something, look over your 
flowering shrubs like the 
forsythia that are in full 
bloom now or will be in 
a day or two. Right after 
spring flowering shrubs lose 
their blooms is the time to 
get out there and cut a few 
branches back and do some 
pruning. I personally like 
these shrubs to simply grow 
wild and free as nature in¬ 
tended, but I realize some¬ 
times you just have to keep 
them under control. Cut¬ 
ting these shrubs back now 
will still give them ample 
time to produce buds for 
next spring’s flower show. 
Basically prune any flower¬ 
ing shrub AFTER blooming 
if it blooms before June 1st.

Guest Column: State Representative says ‘All inappropriate 


teacher-student relationships in Kentucky must end’ now

One of the key compo¬ 
nents of public education 
is the fact there should be 
a high level of public trust. 
The faculty and staff of our 
schools are entrusted dai¬ 
ly with the lives and safety 
of our most vulnerable and 
impressionable citizens, the 
students. As both a legis¬ 
lator and educator, I take 
that charge seriously and 
am aware their futures rely 
heavily on not only the ed¬ 
ucation element, but also 
in our ability to provide a 
physically and emotionally 
safe environment. 

It is with a heavy heart 
that I recently read an ar¬ 
ticle outlining the rise in 
inappropriate teacher-stu¬ 
dent relations in Kentucky. 


While the article focused on 
one particular school dis¬ 
trict, it is a disturbing trend 
that has affected nearly ev¬ 
ery section of Kentucky, 
and indeed the nation, over 
the past few years. These 
incidents have occurred 
with both men and wom¬ 
en; in urban, suburban and 
rural areas; and in high 
schools, middle schools, 
and, most egregiously, even 
in elementary schools. 

Data on inappropriate 
relations is thin. Howev¬ 
er, in a 2000 study by the 
American Association of 
University Women, it was 
reported that 10 percent of 
students between 8th and 
11th grades felt they were 
the victims of inappropri¬ 
ate sexual conduct from a 
teacher or other school em¬ 
ployee. Two-thirds of those 
respondents said there had 
been inappropriate physical 
contact. 

It would be naive to be¬ 


lieve these type of situa¬ 
tions have not always exist¬ 
ed, but by no means should 
that be reason to excuse the 
completely inappropriate 
behavior in which some 
in our profession have en¬ 
gaged. For a member of a 
school’s personnel to sexu¬ 
ally abuse a child in such a 
nature is inexcusable and a 
complete breach of the trust 
they have been granted. 

There is no shortage of 
opinions on why there has 
been an increase in the re¬ 
port of such incidents over 
the past decade. However, 
consensus seems to be that 
everyone believes mea¬ 
sures should be taken to 
prevent this type of abuse, 
encourage victims to come 


forward, and educate both 
school personnel and stu¬ 
dents on the legal and psy¬ 
chological dangers of such 
activity. 

It is with those goals in 
mind that I am encouraging 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education to establish 
a blue-ribbon task force to 
study this issue and make 
recommendations to the 
Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly, the Kentucky Educa¬ 
tion Professional Standards 
Board and local boards of 
education on any positive 
action that can be taken in 
this regard. 

The students of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky de¬ 
serve our best efforts if we 
are to earn the public trust.

Growing up in a Christian 
home I was taught from a 
very early age the real rea¬ 
son for this special holiday.

Empty Tomb Rolls 

1(10 oz) package jumbo refrigerated crescent rolls 

1/4 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon ground cinnamon 

8 large marshmallows 

1/4 cup butter, melted 

Instructions 

1. Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Prepare muffin pan (preferably jumbo muffin 
pan) with non-stick cooking spray. 

2. Separate rolls into eight triangles and set aside. Combine sugar and cinnamon 
in a small bowl. 

3. Dip each marshmallow into butter, then roll in cinnamon-sugar and place on 
a triangle dough. Pinch dough around marshmallow, sealing all edges. 

Make sure to seal well or all the marshmallow will escape. 

4. Dip tops of dough into the remaining butter and then into the cinnamon-sug¬ 
ar. Place roll with the sugar side up into prepared muffin cups. 

5. Bake at 375 degrees for 13-15 minutes. Eat warm. 

You can read the Easter story from the Bible found in Matthew 27-28, March 15- 
16, Luke 23-24 and/or John 19-20. If you are not familiar with the Bible, the story 
is recounted by these four men. The story is virtually the same but is found in these 
four places in the Bible. 

You would use the marshmallow to explain how Jesus (marshmallow) died on 
the cross and then he was wrapped in linen (roll in butter and cinnamon/sugar 
mixture). Then Jesus (marshmallow), was put into the tomb (crescent roll dough). 
On the third day Jesus had risen and was no longer in the tomb (open cooked roll 
to find no marshmallow, only an empty space).

If you plan to eat them, 
hard boiled eggs should be 
cooled quickly after cook¬ 
ing and stored in the re¬ 
frigerator until used. They 
should never be held at 
room temperature for lon¬ 


ger than two hours. 

Choose your desired col¬ 
or or place the natural dye 
in a pan large enough for 
water to be 1 inch above 
the dye material. Bring 
the water to a boil. Sim¬ 
mer for about 15 minutes 
or until the desired color is 
achieved. Remember eggs 
will be a lighter color than 
the dye mixture. 

Remove the pan from the 
heat and strain the dye into 
a measuring cup. Add two 
to three teaspoons of white 
vinegar for each cup of 
strained dye. 

Pour the mixture into 


a container deep enough 
to completely cover eggs. 
Place the eggs in dye water 
and wait until desired color 
is achieved. 

Remove the eggs from 
the mixture and dry natu¬ 
rally. Remember that natu¬ 
rally dried eggs will have a 
dull finish, but you can rub 
them with cooking oil to 
make them shine. 

If you plan to eat the dyed 
eggs, be sure to use food- 
grade materials or dyes for 
coloring. As well as the 
natural dyes listed above, 
it’s safe to use commercial 
egg dyes, liquid food col¬ 


oring or fruit-drink pow¬ 
ders. Make sure no cracks 
develop in the eggs as these 
leave openings for bacteria, 
which can result in illness. 

If you’re going to con¬ 
sume eggs that have been 
used in an egg hunt, hide 
eggs in places away from 
dirt, moisture, pets and 
other possible sources of 
bacteria. Do not hunt these 
eggs longer than two hours. 
Eggs can be washed and ei¬ 
ther eaten immediately or 
put back in the refrigerator 
within two hours. Use them 
within one week of cooking.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: Best weather conditions for planning spring fishing trips

FRANKFORT, Ky. - There is a saying in 
fishing that goes “the best time to go fish¬ 
ing is when you can.” 

With the frenetic pace and busy schedules 
of modern life, the saying is true more than 
ever. However, if you only have a few week¬ 
ends each spring to fish, the experience 
yields more stress reduction, enjoyment 
and memories if the fish bite like crazy. 

Studying the long range forecast before 
planning a fishing trip and looking for the 
right trends helps bring you a glory day of 
fishing instead of a day of a thousand casts 
without a bite. 

Several factors play into what makes ide¬ 
al environmental conditions for fishing: 
barometric pressure, wind direction, sun¬ 
light and precipitation all play a major role. 

“I think the barometric pressure deter¬ 
mines what the fishing success will be that 
day,” said Chad Miles, administrative di¬ 
rector of the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation and keen observer of weather 
trends for fishing. “The barometric pres¬ 
sure is a good indicator of how aggressive 
they are feeding.” 

Barometric pressure is a measurement of 
the weight of an entire column of air press¬ 
ing down on the Earth. Approaching storm 
fronts ease this weight, resulting in low at¬ 
mospheric pressure. The old fishing adage 
that fish bite best before a storm is true. 

High barometric pressure stems from a 
large mass of air that is slowly descending 
toward the Earths surface, while low baro¬ 
metric pressure is the opposite scenario. 
The rising air of a low pressure area cools 
and releases the humidity trapped in the 
air, causing either rain or snow. 

Low pressure systems bring with them 
environmental conditions conducive for 
predator fish to feed such as increased 
winds, dark, cloudy skies and precipita¬ 


tion. These factors decrease light pene¬ 
tration into the water column, providing 
a better environment for predator fish to 
ambush prey. 

The lower barometric pressure also exerts 
less force on the water’s surface which may 
trigger a feeding frenzy, although some de¬ 
bate exists on this point. However, there 
is nearly universal belief that approaching 
low pressure frontal systems provoke fish 
into feeding. 

The opposite happens when the inevitable 
high pressure system follows the low. “If 
you see small sticks in the water floating 
straight up and down, then fishing will be 
bad,” Miles said. “The sticks floating this 
way indicate really high air pressure. I’ve 
been in the boat too many times on high 
pressure days and wondered what hap¬ 
pened to the fish.” 

The shimmering bluebird days following 
a low pressure system really hurt fishing in 
late winter and early spring. Fish hold tight 
to cover, grow lethargic and often hunker 
on the bottom awaiting better conditions, 
especially in clear water lakes. Many be¬ 
lieve the force of the higher air pressure 
on the water’s surface is a catalyst for this 
behavior. 

In the Northern Hemisphere, air descend¬ 
ing from high pressure flows out in a clock¬ 
wise direction, often bringing winds from 
the north and eventually the east. The old 
saying “Wind from the east, fish bite least” 
has some basis in fact. 

“In late winter and early spring, the best 
time to fish is on the third or fourth day 
of stable weather with a stable barometer,” 
Miles explained. “This is true regardless of 
the temperature, even it is cold.” 

The descending air of a high pressure sys¬ 
tem does eventually bring good fishing in 
spring. Air moving toward the Earth’s sur¬ 


face warms while doing so; this warming 
retards the formation of clouds, bringing 
clear skies with lots of sunlight. 

“On shallower lakes with stained water, 
some of your best fishing days in spring are 
bright days,” Miles said. “Stained water in 
the shallows warms quicker, attracting the 
fish. But, on deep, clear water lakes, bright 
days in spring kill you as these lakes warm 
much slower and the fish in them are more 
sensitive to light.” 

Several apps for smart phones predict the 
barometric pressure over a two or three 
day period. Miles often consults these apps 


when planning fishing trips. The National 
Weather Service offers excellent long range 
weather forecasts on its website at www. 
weather.gov. 

The later sunsets of mid-February indi¬ 
cate that winter’s cold grasp is lessening 
and spring is on the way. If you have a 
choice of planning upcoming fishing trips, 
the day before a low pressure system or 
three or four days afterward are best.

Drivers encouraged to share the road with slow-moving 
vehicles as spring planting season returns 



Louisville, KY (March 24, 
2015) - Planting season 
has returned to Kentucky’s 
farming communities, and 
with that annual activity 
there is also an increased 
likelihood of drivers en¬ 
countering slow-moving 
farm equipment on the 
roadways. Kentucky Farm 
Bureau (KFB) urges all mo¬ 
torists to slow down, stay 
alert and patiently share 
the road with farmers this 
spring. 

Farmers often need to 
move equipment from one 
field to another during this 
time of year, but sometimes 
those transitions require 
maneuvering large machin¬ 
ery down or across pub¬ 
lic roads. With more than 
78,000 miles of public roads 
and 77,000 farms found in 
the Commonwealth, the 
opportunity for on-the- 
road encounters with farm 
equipment is quite realistic 
for many drivers. 

It is completely legal for 
farm machinery to drive 
on Kentucky roadways, 
but when these slow-mov¬ 


ing farm vehicles enter 
areas normally traversed 
by fast-moving cars and 
trucks, accidents sometimes 
occur. A vehicle traveling 
at highway speeds can cov¬ 
er hundreds of yards in just 
a matter of seconds and, 
especially at this time of 
year, unexpectedly come 
bumper-to-humper with a 
large piece of farm equip¬ 
ment moving down the 
road at a much slower pace. 

According to statistics 
from the Kentucky State 
Police, there were 210 col¬ 
lisions involving tractors 
and other farm equipment 
on Kentucky roadways in 
2013. Of those collisions, 54 
injuries and four fatalities 
resulted. The state police la¬ 
beled the majority of those 
accidents (40%) the result 
of “inattention” - further 
proof that increased caution 
during planting season is 
needed to prevent tragedy. 

In an effort to help driv¬ 
ers avoid accidents with 
slow-moving farm equip¬ 
ment this spring, KFB of¬ 
fers the following sugges¬ 
tions for both motorists and 
farmers. While each road¬ 
way encounter is unique, a 
general sense of awareness 
and caution goes a long way 
in keeping everyone safe 
and preventing tragedy. 

Tips for motorists: 


• Slow down and pay atten¬ 
tion to the road. 

• Radios, cell phones and 
even passengers can lead 
to distracted drivers and 
slower reaction times. Fo¬ 
cus on the traffic in front of 
the vehicle and stay with¬ 
in the posted speed limits, 
especially when traveling 
through areas where agri¬ 
culture is prominent. 

• Watch for road signs. 

• Many roads next to farms 
post yellow signs with a sil¬ 
houetted farmer on a trac¬ 
tor to warn drivers that they 
are entering an area where 
slow-moving vehicles are 
likely to be on the road. This 
should signal the driver to 
be on the lookout for farm 
equipment entering traffic. 

• Don’t assume the farmer 
knows you are there. 

• While most farmers 
check frequently for vehi¬ 
cles approaching from be¬ 
hind them, their focus must 
remain on the road ahead. 
Drive far enough behind 
farm equipment to ensure 
farmers can see the vehicle 
in their mirrors. Also re¬ 
member that farm machin¬ 
ery is very loud and may 
prevent the operator from 
hearing another vehicle’s 
approach. 

• Keep your distance when 
following farm equipment. 

• The triangular slow-mov¬ 


ing vehicle emblem dis¬ 
played on the back of farm 
equipment signifies that 
the machinery will not be 
traveling at high speeds and 
maneuverability is limited. 
Stay back and don’t tailgate. 
If farm equipment pulls to 
the right side of the road, it 
does not necessarily mean 
it is making room for oth¬ 
er vehicles to pass. It is also 
possible that the farmer is 
slowing down and drifting 
right to gain extra room for 
a wide left turn. 

• Use extreme caution 
when passing. 

• If you cannot clearly see 
what lies ahead of both your 
vehicle and the equipment 
you intend to get ahead 
of, do not pass. Never pass 
farm equipment when ap¬ 
proaching a hill or curve, 
and do not attempt to pass 
when within 100 yards of 
an intersection, bridge, rail¬ 
road crossing or tunnel. 

• Be patient with the farm¬ 
er. 

• You are not the only one 
eager to get the farm equip¬ 
ment off the road and out of 
the way. Farmers must move 
their machinery carefully 
along roadways and have 
lower maximum speeds 
by which they can travel. 
When driving behind these 
slow-moving vehicles, pa¬ 
tiently wait for the operator 


to find an appropriate time 
to let you pass. Don’t assume 
this can be done at any time. 
The farmer must survey the 
shoulder of the road for an 
area that is not soft, wet or 
steep and can support the 
weight of the equipment 
without causing it to tip. 

Tips for farmers: 

• Make sure the slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign is visible. 

• This emblem is used to 
alert others of the equip¬ 
ment’s speed and maneu¬ 
verability capabilities, but 
doesn’t help if it is not visi¬ 
ble. Mount it as high and as 
far left as possible. Keep the 
sign clean and replace it if it 
is no longer reflective. 

• Never post a slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign on a mail¬ 
box or fence post. 

• Misuse of the slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle emblem can 
confuse motorists and even¬ 
tually dull their sensitivity 
to the need to slow down 
when seeing one on ma¬ 
chinery traveling down the 
road. Slow-moving vehicle 
signs should only he posted 
on appropriate equipment. 

• Keep flashing lights on. 

• Use flashing lights on 
equipment to draw atten¬ 
tion to your slow speed. 

• Stay to the right. 

• Keep farm equipment 
as far to the right edge of 
the road as safely possible, 


but stay on the road. Driv¬ 
ing with equipment half on 
and half off the road might 
encourage a motorist to at¬ 
tempt passing before it is 
safe. 

• Make intentions to turn 
obvious. 

• Collisions between farm 
equipment and other vehi¬ 
cles on the road commonly 
occur when a slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle is attempting to 
turn. Use turn signals or the 
appropriate hand signal to 
indicate turns. If the oper¬ 
ator is using flashing lights, 
switch those off when ap¬ 
proaching a turn so that the 
trailing vehicles know more 
clearly where the equipment 
is headed. 

• Avoid encouraging a mo¬ 
torist to pass. 

• While it might seem 
courteous to wave some¬ 
one ahead of a slow-mov¬ 
ing piece of equipment, the 
driver of the trailing vehicle 
must ultimately determine 
when he or she can safely 
pass. 

• When it is safe, pull over 
to allow traffic to pass. 

• The bulky frames and 
slow speeds of farm equip¬ 
ment often causes backups 
in traffic. As shoulder con¬ 
ditions allow, find a place 
to safely pull over and allow 
trailing vehicles to pass.

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer on Monday told na¬ 
tional military officials that Homegrown 
By Heroes “is one small thing that we can 
do to show our appreciation for our mili¬ 
tary veteran farmers.” 

Commissioner Comer hosted a presen¬ 
tation about Homegrown By Heroes for 
Col. James P. Isenhower III, director of the 
Chairman’s Office of Reintegration for the 
U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Cmdr.

Homegrown By Heroes is a brand that des¬ 
ignates agricultural products produced or 
manufactured by Kentucky military veter¬ 
ans. Commissioner Comer launched the 


program in January 2013, and the brand 
went national on Veterans Day 2013.
